HISTORICAL SOCIETY HEARS 
SPRING STREET HISTORY 

Approximately 50. persons at- 
tended the monthly meeting of the 
Bethel Historical Society Thurs- 
day evening, March 8, to hear res- 
ident Sue Farrar read a paper on 
the history of Spring Street. 

‘The Street was laid out in 1859 
but did not officially connect sith 
Mason Street until 1916. Through- 
out its long history, Mrs. Farrar 
emphasized it had been largely a 
residential street and she went in- 
to great detail about some of the 
people who have owned: the homes 
and lived on the street. Spring 
Street also boasted a law office 
operated by Samuel Gibson whd 
died in 1889. It also passed be- 
tween the two garages that were 
constructed by William Bingham 
If for the Bethel Inn in 1930. But 
Spring Street’s most famous build- 
ing was Pattee’s Hall built in 1859 
by Moses Pattee and later acquir- 
ed by the Bethel Grange, Here 
was the center of Bethel’s politi- 
cal, social and fraternal activities 
for over 80 years. Later the build- 
ing was converted to am apartment 
house «which because of its deteri- 
orated condition was razed in 1978. 

Mrs. Farrar’s discussion of the 
street’s past was interspersed with 
her own personal observations and 
comments that former residents 
had made about their honies. 
Many of those attending provided 
additional infonmation and sever- 
al brought photographs relating to 
Spring Street’s history.
